Illinois 
Suprem e Court today affirmed the 
constitutionality of the Broyles loy­ 
alty oath law. 
The law requires all state e m ­ 
ployes and all public workers, in­ 
cluding teachers, 
whose salaries 
are paid in part from state funds 
to sign oaths that they are not 
Com m unists and belong to no o r­ 
ganizations that seek to overthrow 
the state or federal governm ents 
by force or other unlawful means. 
In an opinion written by Justice 
Ray 
I. Klingbiel, 
the Suprem e 
Court said "the law is obviously a 
reasonable m eans of accom plish­ 
ing its purpose of eliminating Com 
munists and other subversive p e r­ 
sons from public em ploym ent, We 
conclude that it does not violate 
the due process of law clause (of 
the constitution).’’ 
Teachers Brought Suit 
The law was challenged by throe 
Chicago public school teachers in 
Cook County Circuit Court where 
Judge Julius H. Miner dismissed 
their complaint. The case w as then 
appealed to the Suprem e Court.

While the treacherous currents 
of international strife swirl about 
the Middle E ast, engineers sadly 
•urvey the wreckage that has re­ 
duced the great Suez Canal to a 
useless ditch. 
It is hard to think 
of it as the prize for which the 
British and French plunged into 
E sypt. 
The experts are saying now it 
may 
be at 
least 
six or seven 
month* before the canal can be 
cleared of the 50 vessels sunk in 
its channel and the harbor ap­ 
proaches. 
Other 
wreckage 
in­ 
cludes a railroad bridge that once 
spanned the waterway. 
Removal of the wrecks has been 
described as a “ ghastly task .” At 
one point in the canal a ship laden 
with scrap iron and concrete rests 
on the bottom. 
At the Port Said 
entrance 
to the passage, 
eight 
sunken vessels ranged in horse­ 
shoe style form a nearly solid b ar­ 
rier. 
Egyptian President N asser has 
shown by the completeness of this 
work how indifferent he is to the 
International stake in Suez. 
One might quickly say th at his 
sabotage is to be expected in view 
of the Anglo-French attack upon 
him. 
But, however “ natural” his 
reaction m ay be regarded, the fact 
is that he has thus deprived many 
nations not involved in the Suez 
crisis of the use of the canal for 
en extended period. 
The British and French of course 
knew the risk they’ w ere taking. 
They have already begun to pay 
on this particular gamble. 
Oil deliveries to consum ers in 
B ritain have been cut at least IO 
per cent. 
The most optim istic es­ 
tim ates now are that the country’s 
supply will be slashed 40 per cent 
by the canal blockage. 
Fewer cars 
and buses travel 
London’s streets than did a few 
weeks ago, and the pinch seems 
aure to be felt increasingly. 
France likewise is suffering on 
oil, and French economic experts 
fear that prolonged interruption of 
Suez traffic will seriously affect 
its industry in general. 
Most of 
its rubber, tin, 
m anganese and 
jute traveled that roadway. Send­ 
ing shipments around Africa will 
boost prices sharply. 
Word in Washington is that our 
government is preparing to supply 
from the Western hem isphere n ear­ 
ly half the daily oil shipments nor­ 
m ally received in Western Europe 
via Suez. 
But even that does not put too 
much cheer 
into the long-range 
picture. 
For there are ominous 
signs that when the canal is re­ 
stored Britain, France and others 
m ay find substantial Middle E ast­ 
ern oil sources barred to them as 
result of Arab resentm ent at their 
attack on Egypt. 
W hatever other reasons exist for 
the assault, 
whatever else may 
flow from it, the events since that 
moment suggest strongly that it 
was not the ideal way to keep Suez 
operating as Europe’s industrial 
lifeline.

MIAMI, Fla. (W - Eighty-five- 
year-old Harry Bickford scoffs at 
elderly people who complain about 
money. He lives on $91.65 a month 
and gets along “ fine.” 
“ The trouble is most old people 
nowadays wants too much,” the re­ 
tired newspaper stereotyper said. 
“ I read the other day about a man 
retired on $250 a month and could­ 
n’t make ends meet, lf I was that 
fellow, I’d think I was a million­ 
aire.” 
Bickford retired at 70 after work­ 
ing on newspapers all over the 
country. When his last paper in 
San Diego, Calif., folded and his 
wife died, 
Bickford headed for 
Florida. 
“ All I had, besides my little sav­ 
ings,” he said, “ was a $58.50 social 
■ecurity check monthly and $33.15 
a month from an annuity. And I 
get along fine.” 
He bought his one-bedroom cot­ 
tage and furnished it for a total 
investment of about $4,000. He did 
most of the work fixing up the 
place and he beautified his yard 
with shrubs and fruit trees. 
Saves $200 Annually 
Bickford does all his own work 
He cooks, washes, 
irons, keeps 
house and shops. He said he spends 
about three days a week on the 
housework. The rest of the week he 
goes to ball games, relaxes, talks 
to people and “ once in awhile I 
take in a movie.” 
Bickford said food costs him $5 


to $7 a week, and “ I eat well— 
bacon and eggs, vegetables, stews, 
soups, cheese; things like that ’ 
And he added that he has wine 
“ or something 
Wronger” 
every 
night before retiring. 
He spends about $6 a month for 
electricity; 
water comes from a 
pump; he subscribes to a newspa­ 
per and his bus fare—he likes to 
ride downtown and look at people 
—runs about $1 a week. He spends 
40 cents a week for cigars. 
“ I stretch every dollar,” the oc­ 
togenarian said. “ And at the end 
of each year, I have about $200 
left.” 
What does this “king in his cas­ 
tle” do with his $200 savings from 
his annual income of $1,099.80? 
“ I use that for Christmas pres­ 
ents,” he explained. 
When anyone asks him how he 
lives on his income, Bickfor al­ 
ways replies: 
“ If you’ve got a little place of 
your own and can take care of 
yourself, 
it’s easy. 
“ I wouldn’t 
trade places with anybody.”

New Pact with 
Iceland Ignores 
Policy by NATO 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (Ut- The 
new agreement on stationing Amer­ 
ican troops in Iceland was expect­ 
ed today to have serious effect on 
the Atlantic Alliance policy calling 
for joint action on strategy prob­ 
lems. 
The 
U. S.-Icelandic Pact was 
strictly bilateral and disregarded 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation policy that all member pow­ 
ers be consulted on troop dispersal 
questions, informed sources said. 
The Icelandic government for 
merly planned not to renew ar­ 
rangements for letting U. S, troops 
stay here. It apparently changed 
its mind in the face of new world 
tension, and confirmed the agree­ 
ment Monday night. It refused to 
disclose any details pending rati­ 
fication of the treaty here and in 
Washington. 
Informed sources said the pact 
calls for retention of U. S. forces 
in this strategic North Atlantic 
outpost indefinitely and continued 
development of Keflavik Air Base, 
with either party able to break 
the agreement on six months’ no­ 
tice. Iceland will receive economic 
and financial aid in return, the 
sources said. 
A clause calling for reference 
of any treaty revision plans to 
NATO 
has been 
dropped, 
the 
sources said. Thus, if the agree­ 
ment is ratified, it will set a pre­ 
cedent which could have drastic 
effect on NATO policy.

Snyder drowned 
while swimming to recover a boat 
which had drifted away from an 
island where he and a companion, 
Don Linnbary of Bradley, were 
hunting. 
Rescue workers had to give up 
the search Monday afternoon be­ 
cause of rough waters. They re­ 
sumed the search at 8 a. rn. today 
and recovered the body half an 
bour later in more than 15 feet of 
water pear the spot where Linn­ 
bary had seen Snyder go down. 
Snyder, a former Herrin resident 
and a ministerial student, was the 
son of the Rev. Thomas Snyder, 
Lawrenceville.

VIENNA Ob—A wave af arrests 
was reported from Hungary today 
in the wake of Soviet sponsored 
puppet Premier Jsnos Kadar’s an­ 
nounced crackdown on “ criminals 
and counter-revolutionaries.” 
Reports reaching 
Vienna said 
Hungary’s puppet government was 
losing no time ie putting its new 
“ tough” policy into offect. Arrests 
of former “ freedom fighter” lead­ 
ers. were reported under way all 
over .the country. 
Returning diplomats reported the 
crackdown was started even be­ 
fore Kadar told the nation in a 
radio broadcast Monday night: 
“ I solemnly 
declare 
that all 
criminals and counter-revolution­ 
aries will be sought out and put on 
trial.” 
Arrest Mi-Man Garrison 
Kadar himself 
announced the 
first two candidates for trial. He 
named them as journalist Miklos 
Gimes and writer Andras Szandor, 
both recognized as “ Taoists.” 
.In the countryside, the Russians 
arrested the entire 600-rn an-strong 
Hungarian army garrison of Heg- 
yeshalom, near the Austrian fron­ 
tier. Soldiers were charged with 
supporting the freedom fighters by 
helping refugees to find a safe 
route to freedom across the Iron 
Curtain border. 
Premier Kadar was riding rough­ 
shod over the disheartened leaders 
of the uprising regardless of the 
afreet on the striking workers. He 
thus showed signs that he con­ 
sidered the revolt was thoroughly 
quelled and his Red dictatorship 
was back in the driver’s seat. 
Claims Strike Virtually Over 
The Hungarian man-in-the-street 
already hat rejected the govern­ 
ment 
version that 
the popular 
“freedom premier” went to Ro­ 
mania at his own request. He also 
did not accept Kadar’s view that 
Nagy was guilty of an “ unforgive- 
able crime’* in permitting “ reac­ 
tionaries” to murder Communists 
such as members of the hated AVH 
(secret police). 
Kader, backed by the Workers 
Council of Greater Budapest, was 
claiming tbajt the 4-week-dd gen­ 
eral strike war virtually over.

U. S. Has Dentist 
For Each 1,667

CHICAGO—(UP)—There is one 
dentist in the United States for 
each 1,667 persons, according to 
the American Dental Association 
The association’s bureau of eco 
nomic research and statistics esti­ 
mated the total number of dentists 
in the country at 97,529. 
The total includes 90,239 civilian 
dentists and 7,290 serving in the 
armed forces, the U. S. Public 
Health Service and the Veterans 
Administration. 
The total estimated for 1956 was 
1,646 higher than last year, when 
there was one dentist for each 
1,669 persons, and it was 3,803 
over the 1954 figures, when the 
ratio stood at one dentist for each 
1,677 persons. 
The eastern part of the country 
and the west coast are served by 
more 
dentists 
in 
proportion to 
population than any other parts of 
the country, the survey showed.

Knowland Says 
Russia Should Be 
Expelled by UN 


ST. LOUIS a v - United States 
Senator William F. Knowland said 
Monday the Soviet Union should 
be expelled from the United Na­ 
tions until Russian troops leave 
Hungary. 
The Senate minority leader also 
proposed an armed emergency UN 
force ready to “ act in 24 hours, 
not 24 days.” 
Knowland outlined a program to 
curb Russian actions in Hungary 
before 1,500 mayors gathered here 
for the American Municipal Con 
greta. 
He said, “Nations can die in less 
time than delegates can talk. 
I 
don’t want this country’s freedom 
to depend on long debates in the 
U. N.” 
Knowland, California Republican 
and member of the United States 
delegation to the U. N., said, “it 
isn’t true that nothing short of 
nped conflict can be done to help 
the Hungarians—that’s defeatism.” 
Other points in his program were 
economic sanctions by all free na­ 
tions against the Soviet Union and 
its satellites, withdrawal of diplo­ 
matic recognition 
of the Soviet 
bloc, a call on business and labor 
to refuse to handle exports to Rus­ 
sia and imports from Russia until 
the Soviet agrees to the U. N. man­ 
date to withdraw from Hungary.
